Mr. Ebon 
Appleton, that the museum received it 
two years .ago. 
The arrangement is 
that the flag shall remain permanently 
In the custody of the museum and 
must not be permitted to leave the 
building to be exhibited anywhere else 
Time has somewhat marie# the beauty 
of the banner, but no American eau 
look at the fading and worn fabric 
without a thrill. That is the flag that 
gave birth to the national anthem of 
his country.—Youth’s Companion.

[From Colonel Roosevelt’s seventh arti­ 
cle describing his journey in the Brazilian 
wilderness in Scribner'* .Magazine for Oc­ 
tober, 1914. 
Copyright, lait, by Charles 
Scribner's Sons.! 
Colonel Roosevelt describes the start 
and the early stages of his journey 
down the “River of Doubt.” 
The ca­ 
noes were rude dugouts, loaded within 
a few Inches of tile water, and from 
the very beginning dangerous rapids 
made progress both hazardous and dif­ 
ficult. 
He could form no idea of the 
time it would take to reach civiliza­ 
tion, 
“whether six 
weeks or thr#e 
months.” 
It was on this part of the 
Journey that K erm it Roosevelt so near­ 
ly lost his life by the upsetting of a 
canoe. Colonel Roosevelt writes: 
Kermit yelled to the steersman to 
turn ber head so as to tnkc them in 
the only way that offered any chance 
whatever of safety. 
The water came 
aboard, wave after wave, as they raced 
down. 
They reached the bottom with 
the canoe upright, but so full as bare­ 
ly to float, and the [Middlers urged her 
toward the shore. 
They had nearly 
reached'the bank when another whirl­ 
pool or whirling eddy tore them away 
aud hurried them back to midstream, 
where the dugout filled and turned 
over. 
Joao, seizing the rope, started to swim 
ashore. 
The rope was pulled from his 
hand, but he reached the bank. 
Poor 
Simplicio must have been pulled un­ 
der at once and his life beaten out on 
the bowlders beneath the racing tor­ 
rent. 
He never rose again, nor did we 
ever recover bls body. 


K e rm it F ights For His Life. 
Kermit clutched his rifle. Ids favorite 
405 Winchester with which lie had 
done most of his hunting both In Africa 
and America, aud climbed on the bot 
tom of the upset bout. 
In a minute he 
was swept into the second series of 
rapids and whirled away from Hie roll­ 
ing boat, losing his rifle. 
The water 
beat his helmet down over his head 
and face aud drove him beneath the 
surface, and when he rose at last he 
was almost drowned, his breath aud 
strength almost spent. 
He was in swift but quiet water and 
swam toward an overhanging branch. 
His Jacket hindered him, but be knew 
be was too nearly gone to be able to 
get it off, and, thinking with the curi­ 
ous calm one feels when death is but 
a moment away, he realized that the 
utmost his failing strength could do 
was to reach the branch. 
Ho reached 
and clutched it and then almost lacked 
strength to haul himself out on the 
land. 
Good Tregueiro had faithfully 
swum alongside him through the rap­ 
ids and now himself scrambled ashore. 
It was a very narrow escape. 
Kermit was a great comfort and help 
to me on the trip, lout the fear of some 
fatal accident befalling him was always 
a nightmare to me. 
He was to be 
married as soon as the trip was over, 
and it did not seem to me that I could 
bear to bring bad tidings to his be­ 
trothed and to his mother. 
Simplleio was unmarried. 
Later we 
sent to his mother all the money thac 
would have l>een his had he lived. 


Christening the Rio Roosevelt. 
On the morning following our camp­ 
ing by the mouth of the Rio Kermit 
Colonel Rendon took a good deal of 
pains in getting u big post set up at 
the entry of the smaller river into the 
Duvida. 
Then he summoned me and 
all the others to attend the ceremony 
of its erection. 
We found the camara- 
das drawn up in lint and the colonel 
preparing to read aloud “the orders'of 
the day.” 
To the post was nulled a board with 
“Rio Kermit” on it, aud the colonel 
read the orders reciting that, by the 
direction of the Brazilian government 
and inasmuch as the unknown river 
was evidently a great river, he formal­ 
ly christened it the RLo Roosevelt. 
This was a complete surprise to me. 
Both Lauro Muller and Colonel Bon­ 
don had .spoken to me on the subject, 
aud I bad urged and Kermit had 
urged as strongly as possible that the 
name be kept as Rio da Duvida. 
We felt that the 
River of Doubt’’ 
was un unusually good name, and it 
is always well to keep a name of this 
character. But my kind friends insist­ 
ed otherwise, and it would have been 
churlish of me to object longer. 
I was 
much touched by their action and by 
the ceremony itself. 
At the conclusion of the reading 
Colonel Bondon led in cheers for the 
United States und then for me and 
for Kermit, and the caroaradus cheer­ 
ed with a will. 
I proposed three cheers for Brazil 
and then for Colonel Bondon and Lyra 
and the doctor and then for all the 
camaradas. 
Then Lyra said that ev 
erybody bad been cheered except Cher 
rle, and so we all gave three cheers 
for CberrJe. and the meeting broke up 
in high good humor.

BEARDS IN BATTLE. 


And W h y Clean Shaven Men Became 
Prized as W arriors. 
The habit of shaving is not of a very 
ancient origin. 
According to James 
Stephens in “Here Are Indies,” when 
humanity lived a quiet, rural and un­ 
ambitious life men did not shave; 
their hair was their glory, and if they 
had occasion to swear, which must 
have been infrequent, their hardiest 
and readiest oath was "By the beard 
of my father,” showing clearly that 
this feature was held in veneration In 
early times aud was probably accord­ 
ed divine honors upon suitable occa­ 
sions. 
With the advent of war came the 
habit of shaving. 
A beard offered too 
bandy a grip to a foeman who had 
got to close quarters; therefore, w ar­ 
riors who had no true hardihood of 
soul preferred cutting off their beards 
to the honorable labor of defending 
their chins. 
Many ancient races effected a com­ 
promise in order to retain a fitting 
military appearance, fo r a barefaced 
warrior has but little of terror iii bls 
aspect. 
The ancient Egyptians, for 
example, who had cut off or could not 
cultivate or had been forcibly deprived 
of their beards, were wont to go into 
battle clad in heavy false whiskers, 
which, when an enemy seized hold of 
them, came off instantly in his hand, 
and the ancient Egyptian was enabled 
to dispatch bim while in a trance of 
stupefaction aud horror. 
Cleuu shaven men became by this 
cowardly stratagem very much prized 
as fighting men. and thus the founda­ 
tion of the shaving habit was laid. 


W h y |« It the Hum an Eye Sees Things 
Right Side Up? 
Just why we are able to see things 
right side up is a mystery which 
science bas not yet been able to ex­ 
plain. 
We know that the human eye in­ 
volves tin* same optical principles as a 
camera. Owing to the fact that light 
always travels in a straight line and 
never in a curve, the rays which em 
snate from any object within out­ 
range of vision have to descend and 
asceud in order to travel into the nar­ 
row opening in the eye which corr® 
spouds to the camera’s lens. 
These rays 
finally reach a pojnt 
where they intersect. Continuing on in 
straight lines, their relative position be­ 
comes Just the reverse of what they 
were when they left the object seen. 
Thus tile image register on the retina 
of your eye is topsy turvy. just as It is 
on the photographic plate in a camera. 
If you are looking at a house, for in 
stance, the image your eye gets will 
show the chimneys down below, the 
foundation walls up above, and so on 
But Hie impression your brain gets 
reveals tile house right side up unless 
you happen to be afflicted with a rare 
disorder, which results In everything 
always appearing topsy turvy. 
During the infinitesimally short pe­ 
riod required to Hush the image seen 
from the eye’s retina to the brain all 
the light rays which created the Image 
are reassembled and put back iii theft 
proper places, so that tile bruin sees 
the object as it really is and not in tile 
topsy turvy form it was registered on 
the retina. Just how this miracle is 
performed is what science would Uke 
to find out.—New York American.

Colonel Roosevelt describe* the start 
and the early stages of his Journey 
down the “ River of Doubt.” 
The ca­ 
noes were rude dugouts, loaded within 
a few Inches of the water, and from 
the very beginning dangerous rapids 
made progress lioth hazardous and dif­ 
ficult. 
He could fort* DP idea of the 
time it would take to reach civiliza­ 
tion, 
"whether six 
weeks or tbrde 
months." 
It was on this part of the 
journey that Kermit Roosevelt so near­ 
ly lost Ills life by the upsetting of a 
canoe. 
Colonel Roosevelt writes: 
Kermit yelled to the steersman to 
turn ber head so as to tnkc them In 
the only way that offered any chance 
whatever of safety. 
The water came 
aboard, wave after wave, as they raced 
down. 
They reached the bottom with 
the canoe upright, but so full as bure­ 
ly to dont, and the twiddler* urged her 
toward the shore. 
They bad nearly 
reached'the bank when another whirl­ 
pool or whirling eddy tore them away 
aud hurried them back to midstream, 
where the dugout filled and turned 
over. 
Joao, seizing the rope, started to swim 
ashore. 
The rope wan pulled from bis 
band, but he reached the bauk. 
Poor 
Simplicio must have been pulled un­ 
der at once and his life beaten out on 
the bowlder* lienee th the racing tor­ 
rent. 
He never rose again, nor did we 
ever recover his body.

Kermit clutched his rifle, his favorite 
405 Winchester with 
which he had 
done most of his hunting both in Africa 
and America, aud climbed on the bot­ 
tom of the upset lieut. 
In a minute he 
was swept Into the second series of 
rapids aud whirled away from the roll­ 
ing boat, losing his rifle. 
The water 
lieut his helmet down over Lls head 
and face aud drove him beneath the 
surface, and when he rose ut last lie 
was almost drowned, his breath aud 
strength almost spent. 
Ile was in sw ift but quiet water and 
swam toward an overhanging branch. 
His Jacket hindered him, but he knew 
he was too nearly gone to Is? able to 
get it off, and, thinking with the curi­ 
ous calm one feels when death is but 
a moment away, he realized that the 
utmost his failing strength could do 
was to reach the branch. 
Ho reached 
and clutched it and then almost lucked 
strength to haul himself out on the 
luud. 
Good Treguelro hail faithfully 
sw um alongside him through the rap­ 
ids and now himself scrambled ashore. 
It was a very narrow escape. 
Kermit was a great comfort and help 
to me on the trip, but the fear of some 
fatal accident befalling him was always 
a nightmare to me. 
Ile was to be 
married as soon as the trip was over, 
and it did not seem to me that I could 
bear to bring bad tidings to his be 
trothed and to his mother. 
Simpllcio was unmarried. 
Later we 
sent to his mother all the money that 
would have lieen his bud he lived. 


C hristening the Rio Roosevslt. 
On the morning following our camp­ 
ing by the mouth of the Rio Kermit 
Colonel Itoudou took a good deal of 
pains In getting u big post set up at 
the entry of the smaller river into the 
D u vida. 
Then he summoned me and 
all the others to attend the ceremony 
of its erection. 
We found the camara­ 
da* drawn up In line and the colonel 
preparing to read aloud "the orders of 
the day.” 
To the post was nulled a board with 
“Rio Kermit” on It, aud the colonel 
read the orders reciting that, by the 
direction of the Brazilian government 
and inasmuch as the unknown river 
was evidently a great river, he formal­ 
ly christened it the Rio 
Roosevelt. 
This was a complete surprise to me. 
Both I^auro Muller and Colonel Ren­ 
don had spoken to me on the subject, 
and 
I 
heil urged and 
Kermit had 
urged as strongly as possible that the 
name be kept as Rio da Duvfda. 
W e felt that the "River of Doubt" 
was an unusually good name, and it 
is always well to keep a name of this 
character. 
But my kind friends Insist­ 
ed otherwise, and It would have been 
churlish of me to object longer. 
I was 
much touched by their action and by 
the ceremony Itself. 
A t the 'conclusion of the rending 
Colonel Bondon led In cheers for the 
United States and then for me and 
for Kermit, and the camaradas cheer­ 
ed with a will. 
I proposed three cheers for Brazil 
aud then for Colonel Rondoti and Lyra 
and the doctor and then for ail the 
camaradas. 
Then Lyra said that ev­ 
erybody had beeu cheered except Cher- 
rio, and so we all gave three cheers 
for Cberrle. and the meeting broke up 
In high good humor.

BEARDS IN BATTLE. 


And W h y Clean Shaven Men Became 
Prized as W arriors. 
The habit of shaving is not of a very 
ancient origin. 
According to James 
Stephens in "Here Are ladies," when 
humanity lived a quiet, rural and un­ 
ambitious 
life 
men did 
not 
shave; 
their hair w as their glory, and lf they 
had occasion to swear, which must 
have been Infrequent, their hardiest 
and readiest oath was "By the beard 
of my father,” showing clearly that 
this feature was beld in veneration Iii 
early times aud was probably accord­ 
ed divine honors upon suitable occa­ 
sions. 
With the advent of war came tho 
habit of shaving. 
A beard offered too 
bandy a grip to a foeman who had 
got to close quarters; therefore, war 
rlors who had no true hardihood of 
soul preferred cutting off their beards 
to the honorable labor of defending 
their chins. 
Many ancient races effected a com­ 
promise in order to retain a fitting 
military appearance, for a barefaced 
warrior has but little of terror In bls 
aspect. 
The ancient Egyptians, for 
example, who bad cut off or could not 
cultivate or had been forcibly deprived 
of their beards, were wont to go into 
battle clad in heavy false whiskers, 
which, when an enemy seized hold of 
them, came off instantly in his band, 
and the ancient Egyptian was enabled 
to dispatch bim while in a trance of 
stupefaction and horror. 
Clean shaven men became by this 
cowardly stratagem very much prized 
as fighting men. and thus the founda­ 
tion o f the shaving habit w as laid.

Continuing on in 
straight lines, their relative |KM»ltlon be­ 
comes Just the reverse of what they 
were when they left the object seen. 
Thus the Image register on tin* retina 
of your eye is topsy turvy. just as It is 
on the photographic plate In a camera. 
lf you are looking at a house, for in­ 
stance. tho image your eye gets will 
abow the chimneys down below, the 
foundation walls up above, and so on 
But tile impression your brain gets 
reveals the house right side up unless 
you happen to be afflicted with a rare 
disorder, which results In everything 
always appearing topsy turvy. 
During the infinitesimally short pe­ 
riod required to flash the image seen 
from tile eye’s retina to the brain all 
the light rays which created the image 
are reassembled and put back in their 
proper places, so that the brain sees 
Hie object as it really is and not In tile 
topsy turvy form it was registered on 
the retina. 
Just how this miracle is 
performed is what science would Uke 
to find o u t —New York American.

James E. Peterson in a speech de­ 
livered this week said in part: 


“ J want to quote to you from a 


sp eech of one of the democratic lead­ 
ers in congress, the lion. VV. S. Ham­ 
mond, now democratic candidate for 
governor in this state. 
This speech 
was delivered in the house of repre­ 
sentatives May 8, 11*14. 


“ ‘Now, gentlemen,” he said, ’we 
endeavored to make what is called a 
competitive tariff, and by a competi­ 
tive tariff we mean one that will per­ 
mit file importation into the markets 
of the country of things that will 
compete with 
tilings 
produced 
in 
this country, but sold in noncompet­ 
itive markets.’ 


“ Now then, if Mr. Hammond was 
going to make the tariff competitive, 
why did he hit Hie farm products the 
hardest of all the products produced 
in this country? 
Why did he put 
farm products on the free list? 
lf 
he wanted to hit 
the 
trust-made 
goods, as he says, why didn't he do 
it? 
Why should the northwestern 
farmer be bit often and hard by this 
tariff bill? 


“ Mr. Hammond admits in this same 
speech that the farmers have no mo­ 
nopoly. 
He says: ‘The farmers in 


this country are in no combination: 
they have no agreement; they consti­ 
tute no monopoly; they are competi­ 
tors; always have been competitors 
and always will be competitors. 
A 
man who raises wheat or who raises 
corn, or who brings eggs to the m a r­ 
ket, is in no com bination/ 


“ In this connection let me give you 
tie- reductions made on farm pro­ 
ducts. 
it will be interesting to show 
how hard the Minnesota farmer was 
struck by the tariff bill Mr. Ham­ 
mond voted for. 
This table which I 
ani goiug to read to you was com­ 
piled by myself from senate document 
1-5, 
It shows the list of farm pro­ 
ducts put on the free list and what 
the tariff was on these products un­ 
der the old law. 
The bill that Mr. 
Hammond wanted put the following 
articles on the free list: 


“Hattie, from $2 per head to 27 
per cent; hogs, $1.60 per head; sheep 
75 cents to $1.50 per head; broom 
corn, $3 per ton; 
buckwheat,

ct Hts per bushel; buckwheat flour, 
25 per cent; corn, 15c per bushel;

England has the same 
story to tell as France, regarding the 
uncompromising brutality of the Ger­ 
man war department, and an evidence 
of the truth of the matter, is the hun­ 
dreds of thousands of Germans (rho 
have adopted America as their home, 
most of whom left their fatherland 
because of the existin g 
conditions 
there which made it almost impossi­ 
ble for a thinking man to escape slav- 
ry—-or laws resultin g in that end. 
in 
America these 
Germans, 
who 
'break a w ay.” become ideal citizens, 
or their sense of justice, which pre­ 
vails in every human heart, is a l­ 
lowed to grow, and foster a spirit of 
altruism not only In their own breasts 
but in that of their kin. 


You w ill say I ain prejudiced, and 
perhaps 
I 
am. 
Undoubtedly 
you 
could point out to me mistakes on the 
part of France. 
Did not the Ger­ 
mans take the initiative in declaring 
car against Russia, 
Belgium 
and 
France? 
Did not the Germans mob­ 
ilize long before the question of war 
passed beyond the possibilities of ar­ 
bitration? 
Did they not say to lit­ 
tle Belgium wliose friend they pro­ 
fessed to be, "Let us use your terri­ 
tory to light F ran ce— and if you don't 
you forfeit your neutrality, and be­ 
come our enemy?" 
Belgium was too 
.onorable to consent to such colos- 
jl nerve. 


Of the local situation Mr. Cong­ 
don says*

We are .required to declare wMiere we 
were bora (and w hy) (to find out if 
we were Germans) aud state if we 
wished to remain in France; if not, 
to designate our choice of port of 
departure; again, you see, a means to 
ascertain w hether we would go to 
Germany or not. 
No German is a l­ 
lowed to leave 'France now. 
Ile is 
imprisoned. 
Fortunately France 
has a 
law 
which makes it a peual offense to 
raise the 
price of edibles 
in 
war 
times. 
Here in Brittany farm pro­ 
duce has dropped 25 per cent, caused 
by im possibility to ship to market. 
Mind you, conditions here are not at 
all like war times in America. Here 
every man under 4 5 must go at once 
and a law made last May (note the 
prophetic 
move; 
will 
call 
out all 
men up to 50— if needed. 
Oh say; 
the priests have to go— the same as 


mortals. 
This is the first time in . 
history that priests are not exempt. 
Think of w’hat 
th e 
conditions 
would be in America if you had no J 
kR. F. I)., now that many postoffices 
are abolished; and no street cars; no 
newspapers; no trainmen; no clerks 
,on trains, and in postoffices. 
Tele­ 
graph operators, bankers and bank 
clerks have already gone— all must 
go at once. 
We have one postman 
on an JU F. D. route left in Finistere. 
He will go only on special call of the 
.postmaster general. 
You 
can 
see 
why there can be no business done, 
as in America, no one to do it, and no 
one seems at all interested in busi­ 
ness, only so far as it pertains to 
crush Germany. 
N ew s has just come (A ugust 9) of 
the French 
taking 
Mulhausen, 
a 
large city in their beloved Alsace 
Frenchmen here are frantic with joy 
for they see victory. 
To get Alsace 
and Loraine back into French terri­ 
tory 
has been 
their dream for 4 4 
years, and now it seems a possibility 
and almost a reality. 
Money is held tight by banks. The 
g o \em in en t has ordered th e n to pay 
depositors only fifty cents per day 
just enough for existence. 
No bank 
will cash an American check. With 
the aid of 
a powerful 
m agnifying 
glass the cashier of the American Ex­ 
press bank at Baris discovered a cred­ 
it balance in my name. 
Fortunately 
I have enough cash in my stocking 
to last till the war is over. 
Every­ 
body counts on that very soon, for it 
w on’t take long to get “William" on 
his back, and then his pockets will 
be easily and quickly depleted.
